THE INCREASED COST OF LIVING. 

During the first four months of the cur- 
rent year May wheat at Chicago has ranged 
from 10 to 16 cents higher than during the 
corresponding period of last year, and May 
oats and corn at an average increase of 
about 100 per cent over last year’s prices. 
The prospect that the higher prices may 
outiast this year’s harvest is very encour. 
aging to the farmer. 

But the profits, so far, accrue to the 
speculative holder, who, in many cases, 
makes more cleat money on the grain than 
the producer, compelled by his necessities 
to sell at prices dictated by speculative 
‘*combines,’’ got for the labor and cost of 
raising it. Any small margin of profit he 
realized is absorbed in inoreased taxes and 
increased prices on the goods he buys. 

It is the same with reference to the great 
increase in the price of meate and other 
necessaties. Producers are tio better off 
a8 yet for the perceptibly increased cost of 
living, and the burden of it falls mainly on 
men whose wages ard salaries have not 
been raised as the cost of feeding arid 
clothing families has been. 

A more equitable adjustment of benefits 
and burdens will come aftera while. The 
control of legislation and business by 
speculative combinations will not be en- 
dured much longer. They have rather 
over-worked their opportunities for rob- 
bing the people, and the latter Will sooner

The Eastern troops started with Washington 
as their base, in the West the bases were at 
St. Louis and Cincinnati; at the close of the 
war the Western troops had cleared Missouri, 
Kentucky and Tennessee of rebel forces, had 
taken possession “of Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Alabama, Georgia, South 
Carolina, and North Caroling and were 
within a few marches of Virgfnia. The 
Eastern troops had not advanced ever 20 
Miles from their base during four years, the 
Western soldiers had marched over 6,000 
miles, leaving nothing dut conquered terrt- 
tory behind them. At the close of the war, 
the Western men, Grant, sherman and Sheri. 
dan, controlled the armies, and another 
Western man, Farragut. was in command of 
the navy. Bat three New England 
men rose to important independent 
command, Burnside, Butler and Banks. 
Burnside commanded at Fredericksburg, 
Butler at GreatBethe! and Bermuda Hundred, 
and Banks on the Red River, wtiere tlie only 
great disaster suffered by the Western armies 
occurred. Tlie heaviest percentage of loss in 
the Army of the Fotomac was that siuffered by 
the Second Minnesota, 87 per cent in a Single 
battle, and the heaviest brigade loss was that 
by the Iron Brigade, composed of three Wis. 
consin and two Indiana regiments. The Army 
of the Tennessee, the only exclustvely West- 
ern army, was never driven back.

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YALE SULRS. 


THEIR DOG-IN-THE-MANGER POLICY MEETS 
JUST CRITICISM. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 10.—Itis base ball 
and base ball only, that Harvard men are 
talking about this week. Yale’s refusal to 
play base ball with Harvard has furnished a 
topic of conversation which grows in interest 
every day. The principal facts in the case 
and the opinions of those in authority have 
been so well given in the SUNDAY Post-Drs- 
PATCH that it is hardly necessary to cite any 
more opinions of Capt. Dean or the Athletic 
Committee, But what the general run of 
college men think of it and what effect Yale’s 
refusal will have on base ballat Harvard has 
not been so much dwelt upon. Harvard men 
think, in the first place, that Yale has dis- 
played much of the quarelous,schoolboy spirit 
in cavilling at many of the small things she 
has seen fit to object to, and in the next 
place, Yale’s apparent desire to dictate to 
Harvard on the subject of playing Princeton 
has aroused the independent spirit of Har- 
vard men and they say: 

Tale has no business to dictate with 
whom we play. If Dean should choose to 
play a nine of Cannibals or fire-eaters it is 
none of Yale’s business.’’ 

But while Harvard men are thoroughly in- 
dependent in this matter of playing 
Princeton, they really desire very much to 
meet Yale and they are willing that Dean 
and the Advisory Committee should make 
any reasonable concessions to Yale in order 
that a meeting should be brought about. But 
they do feel that Yale has laid too much 
stress On small things and if she had any of 
the brotherly kindness and feeling for Har- 
vard. which she says she has, s he would not 
object to play on such small grounds. It is 
rather queer, too, that Yale should wait 
until within two weeks from the first sched- 
— game with Harvard before sending this 
etter. 
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THE REILLY CASE. 

CINCINNATI, O., May 9.—The case of the 
Oolumbus Association Club to restrain Chas. 
T. Reilly from playing with the Pittsburg 
League or any other club was heard this 
afternoon and taken under advise- 
ment by Judge Maxwell, The 
testimony was that last February 
Reilly signed with the Columbus club for two 
seasons for $2,700 a year, of which $400 was to 
be paid in advance. Reilly received the $400, 
but after the abrogation of the national 
agreement. he signed with the Pittsburg 
League club for $3 ,500 a year, 
of which $500 was to be paid 
in advance. He then returned his

Revolting Depravity Unearthed by the 
Denver Police. 


DENVER, Colo., May 9.—A shocking case of 
human depravity was revealed yesterday 
evening by the arrest of Ed Harris, a laborer 
atthe Globe Smelter.

HELP FROM } BALTIMORE, 


THE STRIKING PAINTERS RECEIVE AID 
FROM THE MONUMENTAL CITY. 


A Check for $1,000 Gives the Men 
New Hope—The Strike to Be Made 
General or Called Off To-Day—Labor 
News. 


Yesterday afternoon Thomas Carson, Sec- 
retary of the Brotherhood of Painters and 
Decorators, received a telegram from the na- 
tional headquarters of that organization 
in Baltimore that financial assistance had 
been granted to the St. Louis strikers, 
and that $1,000 was awaiting him at the West- 
ern Union Telegraph office. Mr. Carson im- 
mediately repaired to the telggraph com- 
pany’s office and received a check, and 
last evening the _ strikers were paid 
at the rate of $ a week for the 
time they have lost. This news gave the 
men new hope and determined them to still 
hope for a successful termination of this 
strike. The telegram announcing the receipt 
of the order was read before the mass meet- 
ing and created unbounded enthusiasm. 

Alexander Anderson, the presiding officer, 
made a stirring speech in which he cautioned 
the men to be moze hapeful and hold their 
heads up. He asserted that all that was 
needed to insure success was for 
the men to determine to stick 
out to the very last despite 
what the bosses may or maynot say. The 
general drift of the long debate onthe sub- 
ject was that the mechanics engaged in the 
building trades should combine and then they 
could get whatever they demanded 
as long as it was within the 
bounds of reasonableness. Thos. Carson 
spoke very forcibly in this line, saying that 
an amalgamation was absolutely neces- 
sary. He called upon the carpenters 
to assist the brotherhood painters 
in this trouble, and that, if neces- 
sary, the compliment would be repaid at 
some future date. Mr. Krapp, a carpenter, 
made answer, saying that such amalgama- 
tions would prove for the best if it were not 
for the fact that self-interest was too prom- 
inent a consideration in the thoughts and 
actions of men generally. 

Ex-President De Vaux predicts that the 
strike will be declared off altogether or gen- 
eral at to-morrow’s mass meeting, at which 
all painters, union and non-union are invited. 
This mass meeting will be addressed by 
several members of the organizations and 
most probably by President Kliver of the 
Carpenters’ Brotherhood. The object is to 
secure as many painters’ co-operation in this 
strike as possible, as well as to again declare 
the strike general. 


National President Eliver Here. 

Yesterday afternoon Austin E. Cook, Presi- 
dent of Master Builders’ Association, called a 
meeting for next Tuesday to consider the 
present situation as it exists between the 
bosses and employes. This was the most im- 
portant development in the carpenters’ situ- 
ation during the day, although W. H. Kliver, 
President of the National Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners, 
arrived in the city and took 
hold of the helm inthe movement for more 
pay. Mr. Kliver is a large man with a jovial, 
good-natured face,andis evidently of Ger- 
man descent. He was on his way from Mu- 
waukee to Chicago and was sum- 
moneda to this city on a telegram 
asking him to stop over here and 
make the boys a speech of encouragement 
to-day. His presence was the cause of much 
encouragement among the striking carpen- 
ters, who will number somewhere in the 
neighborhood of four hundred, although 
some are noton the roll as strikers, pre- 
ferring not to accept financial assistance 
from the union. 

The object of President Cock in calling the 
meeting of the builders can only be sur- 
mised, asonly a partial and unsatisfactory 
explanation is given to representatives of 
the press. A general lockout is talked of, 
but the carpenters laugh at the idea, and 
say that if every member of the Builders’ 
Association was to choose this course not 
more than 100 more men would be thrown out 
of employment. 

This afternoon at 2 o’clock a mammoth 
ass meeting of carpenters will be held at 
Central Turner Hall, those present to listen 
to a speech by their president, who is said to 
be a successful labor leader of conservative 
policy—believing rather tn business methods 
than force. In speaking of the situation yes- 
terday afternoon, he said that if necessary 
outside assistance would De given the car- 
penters in their fight. 

The first strike pay-day among the carpen- 
ters occurred yesterday afternoon and the 
council had a lively time making out the 
pay-roll, the expesditure amounting to 
nearly $1,800. The men formed 
in Une and received their envelopes 
as they marched from the third- 
story hall ‘down the steps to the sidewalk. 
The scene was quiet and without special 
feature. Immediately upon receiving their 
money the men dispersed, and at 6 o’clock 
hardly a striker was to be seen anywhere 
around the Turner building. 

President Kliver will most probably remain 
inthe city for several days, watching the 
proceedings in the labor agitation, which is 
as yet far from settlement. 


The Tinners Weakening. 


Yesterday was a sad day among the tin, 
sheet-iron and cornice workers, several of 
the most prominent strikers openly declaring 
that the strike is a dismal failure, giving 
as a reason therefor the fact that the 
season had been illy chosen. The tin- 
ners have accepted an invitation to be 
present at the painters’ mass-meeting to- 
morrow, but it is generally thought and even 
acknowledged in labor circles that the 
strike has proven a most dismal 
failure, despite the roseate prospects 
held out by the leaders during the first few 
days. Another reason given for the weaken- 
ing is that a prominent officer in the union 
has proven traitor to the cause. The meeting 
yesterday afternoon was thinly attended, and 
little or no enthusiasm was displayed by those 


present.

A TOUCHING INCIDENT. 

Atouching incident occurred here when 
Mr. Christian questioned Mrs. Whitsett con- 
cerning her mother’s last sickness and death.

An important discovery of an immense 
gold lead in Half Moon Guich, some fifteen 
miles from Leadville, has been made lately. 
The vein is reported as a true Ossure in 
granite, to de ten feet wide between walls, 
and to carry a decomposed, or oxidized 
quartz containing more than two ounces of 
gold tothe ton. It is so located that by run- 
ning a crosscut of from seventy-five to ninety 
feet, the vein can be opened at a depth of at 
least 700 feet from the apex. It is doubtful if 
the oxidized ore will extend to that depth, as 
itis more than probable that it will change 
to sulphide long before that point is reached.

oo NDITION OF WINTER GRAIN ON THE 
FIRST DAY OF MAY. 


Wasuinetor, D. C., May 9.—The condition 
of winter grain on the first day of May is re- 
ported by the Statistician of the Department 
of Agriculture as follows: Wheat, 97.9; rye, 
97.2; barley, %.2. This is an advance in wheat 
of one point during April and of quite as much 
inrye. Again in wheatis reported in New 
York, in some of the southern States, in Mich- 
igan and slight improvement in Illinois, Mis- 
souri and some other States. The uniformity 
of condition is somewhat remarkable, no 
State average being lower than 98. 

The condition of mowing lands is also high, 
aveia , ranging from © to 100. The 
average spring pasture is , ranging from 
9 to 100, excepta drop in Utah tos and in 
New Mexico tos. The eastern slope of the 
Rocky Mountains comes within four or five 
points of full condition, and the Pacific Coast 
is near the maximum. 

The progress of spring plowing has been 
greatly retarded by excess ot moisture in the 
central and southern belts. The proportion 
planted is reported at @&.8 per cent. 
The average of several previous years 
has been 77 percent, The Eastern States re- 
port favorable conditions for spring work 
and fair to date. In all the Southern 
States it has been delayed by heavy rains and 
later by drought, which has rendering plow- 
ing difficult and imperfect. In the Ohio Val- 
ley excess of moisture delayed plowing 
through March, and interfered with its prog- 
ress in some places during the first two weeks 
of April. 

The work has progressed rapidly since and 
germination has since generally been 
prompt. In the Northwest the season has 
been more favorable, the spring work is well 
advanced and spring grain coming up and 
growing finely. 

An investigation has been made of the 
effects of frost on the Sth and 6th of May. 
Telegrams have been received from State 
agents showing that very general damage has 
resulted to strawberries and early vegeta- 
bles, some injury to grapes and cherries, and 
peaches to some extent. In the East and 
North it was too early to injure apples and 
pears; in the Ohio Valley it is thought it may 
cause dropping of growing fruit. The 
fruit belt of Western Michigan is 
said to have received uttie injury, 
though the damage has been serious, 
especially to small frutts and regetabies in 
other parts of Michigan. Nearly all unite in 
saying that no injury tothe growing crops 
has occurred. A brisk wind and dry air 
favored the New Jersey orchards, and the 
loss of peaches and apples will not be so sert 
ous as was feared. The Maryland agent re- 
ports loss of strawberries and early vegeta- 
bles, while no injury to grain and none to 
apples, peaches or plums are mentioned. The 
Gamagt to the peach belt is apparentiy not 
so serious as was at first reported.

Tenny is top weight for the handicap and 
has been the all winter favorite. When books 
were first opened about the Brooklyn he was 
quoted at 5 to 1 and even now when his 
chance of starting is almost hopeless he is 
quoted at 8 to 1. On his performances last 
year Tenny undoubtedly deserves this favor, 
for, barring Salvator, he was undoubtedly 
the greatest race horse of the sensational 
season of 1890. 

One of the leading English sporting papers 
some few years ago gathered the opinions of 
the leading horse owners, trainers and jock- 
eys of the United Isle as to which was the 
greatest race horse in England for the de- 
cade. The majority favored Ormonde, Now 
Ormonde never was the horse that Isonomy 
was, and yet Parole, the American, defeated 
him handily. Parole was not within fifteen 
pounds of Iroquois, the rst Amer 
can winner of the Derby in England. Yet 
Kole beat Iroquois handily on his ret urn from 
England, and Hindoo, the greatest of 8-year- 
olds prior to 1890, always d Bole at his 
mercy. 

Ihaveseenall of the performances of the 
great 8-year-olds of this country, from Ken- 
tucky down (and be it remembered that Mr.

Uptothree weeks ago he was acting 80 
gently andso willingly that Mr. Lakeland 
thought that all his evil mindedness had 
been overcome, but the first time that he 
asked him to doa real genuine gallop, he cut 
up at a (frightful rate. He refused to 
break away from the post, to trot, to even 
canter, Then Mr. Lakeland came to the 
conclusion that the time for kindness had 
ended, and coach whips were brought into 
play. But Mr. Lakeland and his foreman 
wore out two of them before Tea Tray gave 
in. Then like a subdued elephant he submit- 
ted, and now for two weeks he has never 
showed any signsof rebellion. Now in the 
handicap Tea Tray has by all odds the best of 
the weights as compared with Burlington. 
The gentleman in black“ is asked to con- 
cede him two yearsand four pounds, and I 
do not think that he is capable of doing it.

Who does not accept 
that? The wisdom of our ancestors is iu the 
simile, and my unhahowed hands shall not 
disturb it.’’ Yes, it may be admitted that 
even one move is equal to a small blaze. 
Fire is a purifying element, and in that 
respect also the move may be compared with 
it, for in many houses the contents never 
receive a thorough turn out and cleaning 
except when they are transported from one 
habitation to another, 

Now, according to the condensed expe- 
rience of many authorities, the different steps 
to be taken In this undertaking follow in a 
logical, unalterable sequence, and their dis- 
arrangement can lead only to chaosand dire 
confusion. 

The first thing to do, before packing, is to 
see what you can do without, and either give 
it away or sell it. Then pack the clothing 
not in constant use, and the household arti- 
cles that can be easily dispensed with. Natu- 
rally, the ornaments would como first, and 
remember, these Wise ones say, to have 
everything thoroughly cleaned before pack- 
ing; there is no use in taking dust into the 
new house to begin with. 

Next, have the carpets lifted and thor- 
oughly beaten with rattan beaters and car- 
ried at once to the new house, which should 
have been previously well cleaned, the walls 
swept down, woodwork washed, floors and 
closets scrubbed, end windows washed. 
After the carpets are laid, if they require 
cleaning, all spots, discoloration and grease 
can be easily removed, for which process full 
directions were given in the last SUNDAY 
Posr-Dis raren. While the carpets are being 
lifted, dusted and relaid, the furniture 
should be prepared for the on- 
slaught of the professional movers, 
and their capacious vans. The padded van, 
says the experienced housekeeper, has rev- 
olutionized the art of moving. Tollet sets, 
mirrors and pictures require no wrapping 
where ordinary care is observed, and, in fact, 
it is only the tableware and Obric-a- 
prac that involve careful packing. For these, 
procure barrels and wrap each piece of china 
or glass in paper, and pack in a barrel with 
plenty of exceisior. 

HAVE EVERYTHING READY. 

It wl save one from positive distraction 
and the furniture men from much violently 
emphatic cursory comment if everything 18 
ready prepared for them; boxes nailed up, 
trunks locked, mattresses rolled and tied and 
pillows and blankets in neat rolls. It is the 
safer plan to unscrew the mirrors, take down 
beds, etc., forthe men are none too careful 
in performing these offices, anditisa bitter 
truth that remonstrances, commands and 
pleadings alike fall unheeded upon the tym- 
panum and hardened heart of the profession- 
al furniture man, 

Everything may have been carried with a 
high hand until moving day dawned, but at 
that time one can only ‘‘stand around’’ help- 
less while the movers rush in, scornfully 
superior to suggestions, and whip every- 
thing out of the house before one knows what 
has happened, During this interregnum it 
is well to have some one at the new house, 
where they can be of real service in showing 
where each article is to be placed, as it is un- 
loaded. All the carpets, except those of the 
hall and stairs being laid, the furniture is 
carried at once from the van to the room it is 
intended to occupy. In this way half the 
work is at once accomplished, and when the 
last load is delivered there remains only the 
fixing up to be done. 

During the first week aftera move one’s 
chief occupation seems to be missing things 
and wondering what fate has overtaken 
them. This may be partly avoided by taking 
a final tour through the old houseafter the 
departure of the last van and inspecting each 
room and closet for one's self to see that 
nothing has been left behind. 

In setting the household goods in their 
new niches it is well not to act too quickly, 
foronecan decide much better after living 
in a house a time just were every article 
should be placed. This is impossible to do 
until one has become acquainted with the 
requirements and facilities of the new abode.

This led to his murder by aman named 
Casey, whose career he had ruthiessly ex- 
posed. At New Orleans the other day the 
case which finally gave birth to the vigilance 
commitee was the murder of the police om 
clal who attempted the suppression of the 
Mafia. In a Similar way, what seems 
to have caused the wrath of so many 
respectable citizens in San Francisco to boil 
over was the murderof Mr. King, whohad 
set himself to expose the rascals then op- 
pressing and robbing the community. A 
yreat gathering of people, amid much excite- 
ment, appointed a vigllance committee. All 
the newspapers of the town, with one excep- 
tion, took its side and egged the ple on 0 
put down, at all cost, the rule of rascaidom.

**Then,’’ said the formalist, Wool, on 
Gen. Sherman his requisition, ap- 
proved by you, I will order the issue of the 
necessary arms and ammunition.’’ This 
Wool ought to have been a chancery lawyer 
in the Celestial Empire. Ali these successive 
steps were taken. The writ was issued and 
disobeyed. The Governer’s @roclamation 
was issued and Sherman began the enroll- 
ment of militia and at the last moment Wool 
failed them and would not issue 
the arms. As thore were no 
other arms in the State except those 
belonging to the Vigilance Committee, Sher- 
man recommended caution to the Governor, 
who was absolutely powerless. The only 
practical course was to take advantage of the 
fact that many of the best men on the com- 
mittee, weary of the existing condition of 
things, were willing by a given date to re- 
sign and take their trial before a jury which 
they knew would acquit them. Unfortu- 
nately the ‘‘Law and Order party’’ had be- 
come as Violent as they were impotent, and 
Sherman, seeing this, resigned. He returned 
that night to San Francisco, ‘‘and never 
afterwards had anything to do with politics 
in California, perfectly satisfied with the 
short experience. The story is important 
in several respects. First, it explains cer- 
tain facts as regards Sherman’s conduct at 
the beginning of the civil war which would 
be otherwise unintellegible. Second, the 
view then taken of their duties by the officers 
of the United Statesarmy and navy is most 
suggestive of the difficulties in which men of 
all parties and ofall States found themselves 
a few years later, when the civil war broke 
up on tem. Wool’s proceedings were en 
cently those ofa vaciilating man afraid of 
responsibility, but Farragut’s conduct was 
clearly founded upon principle. His 
contemptuous reference tothe physical force 
action of the committee as merely a question 
of ‘‘civil brofis’’ with which he had nothing 
to do,and his disinclination to support a 
writ of habeas corpus issued by the Chief 
Justice or to support the Governor’s procia- 
mation, because he did not think either had 
law on his side, offer a practical illustration 
of the relations of that time of the Supreme 
Government to the several States, which ts of 
great historical value. The sequel of these 
proceedings after Sherman had withdrawn 
in disgust is especially interesting in view of 
current events at New Orleans. A nominal 


promptly suppressed 
him and all bis works, captured the arms he 
had collected, put some of his party in 
prison, obliged the Major-General to flee the 
country andthen had it all their own way. 
In July, 1856, they arrested the Chief Justice, 
and the following month hanged two men in 
broad daylight, without any jury trial. Soon 
after this they quietiy disbanded. Sherman’s 
statements throughout are so manifestly fair 
to all concerned in this curious business that 
just at this moment his final remarks are not 
worthy. He writes: 4s they controlled the 
press, they wrote their own history, and the 
world generally gives them the credit of hav- 
ing purged San Fran of rowdies 
and roughs; but their success has given great 
stimulus toa dangerous principle that would 
at any time justify the mob.in seizing all the 
power of government; and who Is to say that 
the vigilance committee may not be com- 
posed ofthe worst, instead of the best, ele- 
ments of acommunity? Indeed, in San Fran- 
cisco, as soon as it was demonstrated that the 
real power had passed from the City Hall to 
the committee room, the same set of bailiffs, 
constables and rowdies that had infested the 
City Hall were foundinthe employment of 
the ‘Vigilants,’ and after three months’ —— 
and left the business and power ot the com- 
mittee in the hands of a court of which a Syd- 
ney man was reported to be the head or Chie! 
Justice. 
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| Sherman had studied a few of the ordinary 
law-books,such as „Kent and Star- 
kie, stin he did not presume to bea lawyer, 
and the above incident was an exce

necessarily

a man ot his notions of national duty. He 
felt he was asked to become receiver of stolen 
goods and sent in his resigna- 
tion. Though in despair at the vaccillation 
which at the time characterized the action of 
the Federal Government, he decided that if 
Louisiana withdrew from the Federal Union 
he would maintain his ‘‘allegiance to the 
constitution as jong as a fragment of it sur- 
vived. Soon afterwards he returned North, 
disgusted with politics and politicians, hav- 
ing parted on most friendly terms from those 
with whom he had been in Louls- 
lana. With these and other amusing stories, 
Sherman relieves the dullness so common to 
the ordinary autobiography. I propose in 
my next articles to follow him through the 
great career now opening before him, and to 
examine his military services. He and Stone- 
wall Jackson were the two most brilliant and 
dashing executive leaders in the war—one the 
right arm of Grant; the other the right arm 
of Lee. It is not a little remarkabie that both 
should have been employed upto the last 
moment in teaching the theory of war to 
cadets, who, a few months afterwards, were 
in the ranks as Oonfederate soldiers.

THE CHORAL-SYMPHONY CONCERT. 


Sketch of Charles Santiley, the Great En- 
glish Barytone—The Programme. 

The sale of seats for the final concert of the 
present season of the Choral-Symphony 8o- 
ciety, which will de given on Tuesday at 
Music Hall, is now in progress at Bollmann 
Bros. Co., 1100 Olive street. A large number 
of seats are already taken, and there is every 
indication that there will be an excellent au- 
dience present on the occasion. The engage- 
ment of Charles Santiey, the greatest English 
oratorio singer, whols now ona most suc- 
cessful concert tour in the chief cities of the 
country, should alone guarantee a full house. 

Mr. Santley was born at Liverpool some 
fifty-six years ago. After receiving a good 


country he proceeded to Italy, where he 
studied under Gaetam Nara. For two years 
he worked hard at Milan, and returning in 
1897 he took lessons in England from the cele- 
brated Manuel Garcia. His first public ap- 
pearance was in oratorio in the part of 
Adam in Haydn’s Creation, where he 
was extremely successful. In 1630 he turned 
his attention to opera, playing the 
part of Hoel in **Dinorah,’’ 
the English opera, at Convent Garden 
Theater. In 1962 he made his debut in Italian 
opera, taking the part of the Count di 
Lana in Verdi’s Trovatore. His work 
was immensely successful, and from this time 
his position of first English barytone was as 
sured. Inthe same year he made his first ap- 
pearance at the grand Handel festivals given 
at the Crystal Palace and at the Worcester 
festival the following yearandat the grand 
Birmingham festival in 1664. Since that time 
he has been in constant demand at all the 
chief English oratorio or choral festivals. 

After numerous successes in the Italian op- 
era Santiey connected himself with the 
famous Carl Rosa English Opera company, 
remaining with them for several seasons, one 
of his greatest successes being the part of the 
Fiying Dutchman, in Wagner s opera. Since 
is76 he has retired from the operatic stage 
and has devoted himseif entirely to 
concert and oratorio, where his mag 
nificent voice and artistic training 
have kept him a constant favorite with 
the musical public. His favorite and most 
successful oratorio part is that of Elijah, 
for which he seems peculiarly fitted. Besides 
De has gained his greatest popularity in the 
rendition of English ballads, where his per- 
fect enunciation, superb phrasing and dra- 
matic power have placed him above all 
rivals. He made a concert tour in this coun- 
try a number of years ago, Dut the Choral 
Symphony concert will be his first appear 
ance in St. Louis. 

Miss AGelaide Kalkmann, the accomplished 
soprano of this city, is the other soloist.

The rules laid down in books of etiquette

Last week I told you of the novelties in 
gloves. Now the ‘‘glove tree’’ is the acces- 
sory to be discussed. This glove treeisa 
strictly new fancy. It is a plaster cast of the 
hand of the owner, on which she stretches 
her gloves when notin use so that they are 
molded to the hand when worn and do not 
get out of shape while lying in the giove-box 
or drawer. Very few people take proper care 
ot a kid glove when removing it from the 
hand. The girl or woman generally pulls her 
glove of ina careless, hard wad and tosses 
it onto her dressing case or drawer. The way 
to remove a glove is carefully. Do not tear it 
of, turning it inside out, straining all the 
seams, Dut take it off gently and slowly, pull- 
ing each finger into shape, lay it length- 
wise, stretched out in perfumed 
glory in a  gilove-box of i § stfiicient 
length, so that it need not be folded over the 
wrist. A glove that is properly cared for 
lasts three times longer than the i- cared- for 
one, and looks infinitely better during its use. 
Now that summer is coming silk gloves will 
be adopted, and here are some hints regard- 
ing their adoption. A silk giove should fit 
the hand as neatly asa kid, and should be 
taken care of as thoroughiy. As silk is very 
elastic, be sure and purchase a silk glovea 
size or two smaller than the size of the kid 
glove worn, in order to have it fit the hand 
properly. The very best pure silk glove, with 
sam, will stretch out after it has been worn, 
so that it will get out of shape if the seams 
are nottaken up. Thisisa simple matter. 
Turn the glove inside out and sew up each 
seam a mere tre, but enough to make the 
giove fit smoothly.

Many people complain that radishes, which 
are such a delicious relish, make them ill in 
the spring. If properly pre , however, 
much of their wholesomeness will be in- 
creased, or rather unwholesomeness dimin- 
ished, for they are certainly not the health- 
jest food in the world. The cheapest and 
most tempting is the pink radish—crisp, cold 
and tender. These tiny roots are a great 
deal better when perfectly fresh. If they are 
not so, however, soak them in cold water till 
they are perfectly firm. Remove the rootlets 


at the bottom and sides of the radish, but do ; 


not peelit. Remove only the large, coarse 
and withered worm-eaten leaves of the 
vegetable, leaving the tender green heart 
leaveson. Chefs cut the little round French 
radishes intothe shape of roses by slicing 
them down witha sharp knife and leaving 
them in ice cold water for half an hour. They 
are then arranged in a little low platter with 
the green leaves on the outer edge. The long 
pink radish is not as often seen on our mar- 
kets now as the French radish, but it is a lit - 
tle more delicate when itis good, but it is 
more liable to be pithy, and therefore not 60 
trustworthy a variety.

Mr. F. 8. Ingoldsby, who has designed a 
plan for a mammoth monument to be erected 
in time for the Worid’s Fair, has added 
another bright idea to his long list, and will 
submit his plan to the fall festivities com- 
mittees for their approval, with the sug- 
gestion that in the event of it being 
refused by Chicago it be taken up 
by St. Louis and built. Mr. Ingoldsby’s idea 
is to erect a monument about 400 feet high, 
representing Freedom raising the world on 
his back. He is ina half kneeling position, 
having just broken the fetters of ignorance 
and prejudice which bound him to the rock of 
monarchy, which he isnow using to raise 
himself by. 

The figure is intended to be made of metal 
plates braced by proper ironwork inside.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 9.—There is still lit- 
tle prospect of any stock yards legislation in 
the Illinois Genefal Assembly before the close 
of the present session. The fight on this sub- 
ject this week resulted in placing the bill of 
Mr. Ramsey of Clinton on the House calen- 
dar. The committee had, as they under- 
stood it, strangled Mr. Ramsey’s Dill 
before the report to the House was made. The 
author of the bill, however, knew that 
but one side of this question had been pre- 
sented; the people had not been heard from; 
Mr. Ramsey knew that it would bea very 
considerable undertaking to kill the commit- 
tee report and resurrect the measure he had 
introduced, as the Speaker was known to be 
antagonistic to Mr. Ramsey on general prin- 
ciples, but he undertook the job, was sus- 
tained by the House, and was success- 
ful in getting. his bill ordered to a 
first reading. Should any turn of affairs 
make it possible for the bill to come to the 
surface the people of the National Stock 
Yards at Bast St. Louis and other persons in- 
terested in them may look out fora genuine 
sensation. Mr. Ramsey has information and 
positive information that the opponents of 
the bill have never dreamed of. He is 
loaded. 

Representative Taubeneck, the Republican 
member of the F. M. B. A. party in the House 
of Representatives, is to be complimented.

Stickney is President of one of the largest 
railway corporations in the West, and has 
had every opportunity to master this most 
intricate puzzle. He brings to the study of 
the question an experience of twenty years 
as Organizer, builder, manager and financial 
agent of railway properties in the Northwest, 
and with his experience unitesafirm grasp 
upon the principles oflaw anda knowledge 
of political science. Railways, according to 
Mr. Stickney, exercise a function of the State. 
The tolls collected ars not payments for a 
specific service rendered, but a tax laid by 
the corporation in tts capacity asa State 
functionary. This tax is of the same nature 
as a customs duty. The principle underlying 
both being the same, follows from this that 
discrimination is coxtrary to the constitu- 
tional provision that all duties, imposts and 
excises shall be uniform through the United 
States.

It is clear that Mr. Stickney does 
not fear State control; in fact, he looks for- 
ward to it as inevitable and &s the best and, 
in fact, only solution of the transportation 
problem.

Prof. John W. Burgess of Columbia College 
has made a valudble contribution to the 
science of politics in his Political Science 
and Comparative Constitutional Law.’’ His 
exposition of political sclence is at once ex- 
haustive of the elements of the subject and 
suggestive of fruitful trains of thought. The 
work is divided into two parts, the first treat- 
ing of the State from the view - point of politi- 
cal science, the second considering the devel- 
opment of the legal systems embodied in the 
Constitutions of the United States, Great 
Britain, France and Germany. 

Prof. Burgess makes a most significant 
distinction between the Government and the 
State. The latter he defines as a. particular 
portion of mankind viewed asaunity.’’ The 
State is sovereign and absolute, whether it be 
monarchical, aristocratic or democratic in 
form, The government is simply the 
machinery by which the sovereign will of the 
State is given effect. It may or may not 
be identical with the State. In the nations 
referred toabove the State is Democratic, 
although both Germany and Great Britain 
are monarchicalin government. Prof. Bur- 
gess never allows the student to lose sight of 
this distinction for it is one which needs to 
be constantly emphasized. Outlines of the 
four Democratic States, as organized in the 
constitutions, are given. All are considered 
as objects of political, not legal, science, as 
they all rest upona revolutionary basis. The 
author does not agree with the opinion that 
the British Constitution is a product of con- 
tinuous and gradual growth. Breaks in legal 
continuity have occurred, three times in 
English history, the last being in 1832. State- 
hood, in the proper sense of the word, is 
denied the American States. The only 
State recognized is that organized in the Na- 
tional Constitution. Prof. Burgess does not 
leave a vestige of the old State right theory, 
Ours is a natiohal State in which there are a 
national government and many local gov- 
ernments. He enumerates the various pro- 
visions for securing liberty in the constitu- 
tions mentioned. 

In the second part—devoted to the consti- 
tution of government, historical outlines are 
given of each of the great nations. The con- 
stitutional machinery is studied compara- 
tively. The work is a most thorough and 
original research into the historical found- 
ation of the constitutional governments to- 
gether with a comparison, feature with fea- 
ture, between the systems established by tlie 
Democratic States. {**Political Science and

We have all had an acquaintance more or 
less intimate with the speculator. In his lit- 
tle sketch under that title Mr. Olinton Ross 
gives an instantaneous photograph of a 
Speculator’s career at the moment of his 
greatest elevation, at the turning point of his 
career when he fell from power.

Ross has invested his story with a wealth of 
pathos, ‘‘Sam Chester Always Succeeds,’’ 
is constantly said. He succeeds until he fails 
in his attempt to sustain Wyoming-Pacific 
against the attack of his enemies. There isa 
delicate almost impalpable love story inter- 
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lates tothe struggie with Pius VII. and the 
attendant intrigues. The course of Talley- 
rand at the Congress of Vienna redeems him 
from infamy. It was his most notable 
achievement, and he well deserves a high 
place in diplomacy, France was prostrate 
and helpless, yet by skillful appeals to legit- 
imacy, Talleyrand arraigned England, Aus- 
tria and France against Russia and Prussia 
and reinstated his country in a com- 
manding position in European politics. 
This volume is more interesting than 
the first, chiefly because the personal 
element is not 80 conspicuous. The 
private concerns of the diplomate are held in 
the background, and Talleyrand is seen asa 
potent figure in an historical drama of sur- 
passing interest. The succinct narrative of 
the Congress is followed by copies of the 
correspondence which passed at the time be- 
tween Talleyrand and Louis XVIII. and other 
prominent personages.

BIRTHPLACE OF HAWTHORNE. 


The Owner of the Housé at Salem Asks’ 


$10,000 for It. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne was born in the house 
No. 21 Union street, Salem, on July 4, 1804. 
It was 21 Union street then; it ts 21 Union 
street now. 

‘The house is more than 200 years old, a typi- 
cal Salem house of the first half of the seven- 
teenth century. Be in Pickman built it 
about 1660 or 1670 on land which comprised the 
original grant to Joseph Hardy. Nathantel 
Hawthorne’s father occupied it about 1780, 
and was probably the frst of the name to live 
in the now historic dwelling.

TROIT, MICH., OW MAY 21. 
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Something of the Men Whbd Will Attend 
the Conventian;Prabeble Nominees 
for Moderator—The Questions Which 
Will Come Up Before the Body for 
Consideration—Church Extension. 


The 1084 meeting of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Ohurch, North, will con- 
vene in Detroit Thursday, May 21, and will 
probably remain in session nearly two weeks. 
If all the representatives attend there will be 
about 580 members, equally divided between 
ministers and ruling elders, or laymen repre- 
senting the churches. © 

This assembly is not a convention or mass- 
meeting, but is composed of delegates chosen 
py the presbyteries, or local associations, in 
the proportion of one minister and one elder 
to each twenty-four ministers, and the same 
to each additional fraction of twenty-four 
not less than twelve. The presbyteries being 
composed of ministers and one ruling 
elderofeach church, it follows that every

W. E. Wagner. 


THE AUTOGRAPHS AND BIRTHDAYS OF 
WELL-ENOWN ST. LOUISANS. 


The Largest and Most Interesting Collec- 
tion of the Kind in Existence—A Quota- 
tion From Shakspeare Opposite Every 
Autograph—Some of the Quotations 
Particularly Apropos. 


Mr. W. E. Wagner, Clerk of the Probate 
Court, has a valuable collection of autographs 
which is of special interest to st. Louisans 
from the fact that the names are, with very 
few exceptions, those of prominent men who 
are now living or who have lived in this city. 
One of the few exceptions is that of Samuel J. 
Tilden and anotheris Gen. W. Preston of 
Louisville, Ky., whose signature was ob- 
tained when the General came to.8t. Louis to 
attend the marriage of his son. Ex-Gov. 
Thos. T. Crittendén is also one of the non- 
residents in the List. 

There are over 1,200 names and they are all 
written in a little autograph book, called the 
Bhakspeare Birthday Book from the fact that 
one or more quotations are given from Shaks- 
peare for each of the 865 or 6 days of the year. 
Several’ passages are also dedicated to each 
month as a Whole, accompanied with an illus- 
tration representing the season of the year. 

Ot the 1,200 and more autographs in the 
book fully 1,000 are of well-known citizens— 
lawyers, doctors, merchants, journalists, 
actors, soldiers, engineers and men who 
have achieved distinction in other fields. 
There are six or seven men who have sat in 
the United States Senate and a score or more

The autographs 
are Slassmed according to the respective 
birthdays of the writers and the year of the 
writer’s birth accompanies the signature in 
almost every instance.

The oldest 
living person, whose autograph is in the 
volume, is Mr. Frederick L. Billon, who was 
90 years old last Thursday, Shakspeare’s 
birthday, and that was also the birthday of 
John S. Kennard, N. S. Byrnes, Julius Con- 
rad and Col. D. 8. Magruder of the United 
States Army, the last two named gentlemen 
having been born the same day.

The process is often 
continued in sleep, the forecast appearing as 
au more or less symbolical dream. Great 
foresight is not accounted wonderful. But 
when it appears in a dream, the troubled 
product of troubled thoughts, it is helda 
prophetic marvel. It is not nearly so pro- 
phetic as the guess of any intelligent man, 
who carefully considers events. When ‘‘it 
comes true,’’ itis simply a coincidence. The 
wonder is that it does not ‘‘come true’’ 
oftener, for among so many dreams there 
ought to be more coincidences. 
INTERPRETATION OF DREAMS. 

In interpreting dreams, if one thinks it 
worth while to interpret them, the most im- 
portant consideration is the mental and 
moral constitution of the dreamer. This is 
shown by the fact that members of the same 
family have similar dreams at the same time 
oflife. The similarity in inherited constitu- 
tion produces similar dreams. The personal 
equation“ is the most important of all the 
conditions. Erasmus Darwin said, ‘‘a lady 
seldom dreams that she is a soldier, nor a 
man that he is brought to bed.’’ The hunter 
will dream of hunts, a judge will sit 
in the court of dreamland and dis- 
perse judgment, a financier will 
construct marvelous syndicates, and the 
young inventor will dream of patents and 
fame. It is said that a righteous man will 
have pleasant dreams, while the unright- 
eous will be troubled by frightful visions; 
andthis is usually true. The mind is not 
easily perverted, and even while congcious- 
ness is in abeyance the habitual mental 
moods hold sway, in a chaotic fashion, it is 
true, in the dreams ofthe sleeper. ‘‘Dreams 
are the true interpreters of our inclinations,’’ 
says a famous essayist. When a righteous 
man is visited by an unpleasant dream 
it is time for him to examine 
his moral outfit and see if it does not need re- 
plenishing. Shakspeare understood this fact. 
His playsare full of references to dreams 
which refiect the character of the dreamer 
and his good or evil purposes. Richard saw 
the ghosts of all his victims, and Macbeth 
was tormented for eighteen years by the pro- 
jections of a guilty conscience. On the other 
hand, the innocent, with no fierce ambition 
or bitter regrets, have nothing but ha ppiness 
in dreamland. The most remarkable dream 
ever conceived by mortal man is that of 
Oaliban on the enchanted island. It is 
a beautiful dream and testifies to the 
essential goodness of his oharacter. 
He was wicked simply because he 
was not permitted to be good. Still 
the good do sometimes have bad dreams. 
A distinguished philanthropist was tor 
mented ali his life by the worst dreams. He 
committed all sorts of crimes in his sleep. 
On one occasion he forged a check, was ar- 
rested and convicted, but did not feel the 
slightest regret until he found himself on the 
gallows. Another, noted as a very kindly 


man, ran his friend through the body and was 


much interested at the sight of the sword’s 
point projecting from the victim’s back.

In his dream | 
it was a complete poem of three or four | 
hundred lines all worked out within perhaps 
an instant of time, The dream occurred dur- 
ing a three hours’ sleep. The case of Robert 
Louis Stevenson, who works out many of his 
plots in his dreams, isa modern instance of 
this kind. But although coherence is some- 
times found in dreams, it is exceptional, 
and probably never occurs except with those 
who are thoroughly trained thinkers and 
have the habit of concentration and attention 
well developed. Most men's thought is a 
chaos of fragments, an unorganized pickle 
of ideas and their dreams necessarily partake 
of the chaotic character of their thought. 
Nevertheless, if one’s dreams could be care- 
fully recorded and studied for a series of 
years some guess might be made of the 
mental and moral, constitution of the 
dreamer. There was a basis of reason for 
the office of interpreter in the Oriental 
courts, The modnarch’s purposes, vaguely 
defined in his own thought, took on asym- 
bolic and still vaguer form in his dreams. A 
dexterous interpreter like Joseph or Daniel 
could interpret them in such wise as to flatter 
the King’s vanity or feed his fear and thus 
perhaps change the royal purpose by a plausi- 
ble explanation. Once a shrewd man be- 
comes thoroughly acquainted with another’s 
character and habit of thought, he can inter- 
pret that person’s dreams. 
THIRD CAUSE. 

The third cause of dreams usually as- 
signed, an augmented supply of blood in the 
brain, is probably only the exciting occasion 
of the dream, being itself produced by one or 
other of the two already described. It is 
well known that in sleep the blood is drawn 
away from the brain, which is allowed a rest. 
Any thing which sends the blood to the brain 
during sleep will produce by that means an 
activity which results in the dream 
fancies. Observations were once made on 
a woman whose brain was exposed by a frac- 
ture of the skull. It was noticed that while 
asleep, and not dreaming, the brain was 
quiet. When its circulation was artificially 
stimulated the brain swelled, and sometimes 
protruded through the fracture. At such 
times she reported dreams. It follows that 
a heavy sleeper will dream less than a light 
one, the sleep of the latter being disturbed by 
too great activity in the brain, stimulated by 
an augmented blood supply. 

One of the most curious facts connected 
with dreams is that there is a large expendi- 
ture of nervous energy in them. This gives 
rise to the injunction: ‘‘Quit work when you 
dream of your work.’’ Boswell the biogra- 
pher of Johnson, was tormented by this waste 
of vitality, and complained that he never 
rose inthe morning feeling refreshed. De 
Quincy’s energies were depleted by them. in 
reply to a friend’s inquiry Ooleridge said: 
es, [am better, but I should be better still 
if I did not dream so much. Finally, women 
dream more than men, the unmarried more 
than the married, the old and young more 
than the middle-aged.
